DEATH 
LIST 
IIAS MOUNTED 
TO 
827 


Chicago, March 24.—Total deaths 
in the tornado of last Wednesday in­ 
creased today 
in Illinois until they 
were within three of the 830 estimat­ 
ed dead in the first reports to the As­ 
sociated Press the night 
following 
the storm. There were 13 additional 
deaths reported 
from 
Murphysboro, 
the heaviest sufferer, and these, with 
another at McLeansboro, brought Ill­ 
inois loss of life to 050. 
Stable figures apparently have been 
reached for the other states affected 
by the tornado, making the 
death 
list mount to 827, with 3749 carded 
as injured. 
Hundreds of others were 
hurt, but they did not report to the 
relief stations. 
A dozen Illinois towns which were 
swept by the fatal wind settled down 
to organized care of the maimed and 
homeless today, while the able bodied 
citizens renewed their efforts to build 
new homes. 
Subscriptions continued 
to pour into the coffers of relief or­ 
ganizations 
and 
immediate 
wants 
"have been taken care of liberally. 
Much more money will be 
needed 
later to complete the work, it 
was 
said. 
Bodies were found today in 
the 
burned ruins of 150 blocks in 
Mur­ 
physboro and it was found that 
six, 
negresses had been taken 
to 
Cairo 
without having been entered on the 
death list. 
Other bodies may neve» 
be found, as they were almost entire­ 
ly cremated in the debris. Several of 
the injured are reported to be in 
a 
precarious condition.

Un­ 
doubtedly t h e r e is a limit to the price 
a man can afford to pay for clover 
seed, at the game time one should nut 
lose sight of the fact that timothy hay 
is a very poor substitute for clover.

For many generations the only way 
one could learn to he a business man 
was 
through 
apprenticeship. 
We j 
called It “starting at the bottom.” Most 
of us were reared with a conception 
of a business career derived from the J 
Alger hooks—“from train boy to pres­ 
ident,” writes Richard J. Walsh in 
Century Magazine. 
T hat this Idea still persists is ap­ 
parent when we look at the stories of 
success In sorne of the popular m aga­ 
zines. Steadily, however, formal m eth­ 
ods of education have gained ground, 
replacing the apprenticeship or ‘‘watch 
me, my hoy,” system. 
Commercial education first appeared 
In our public schools about 1895.

grew naturalh out of the multiplica­

industrial 
occupations. 
At 
least one*fourth of the Jobs today are 
utterly unlike any that our grandpar­ 
ents had to do, and many of them 
such that the boss could

F. V. Thompson says: 
"Commercial education wus perhaps 
the first subject to be adopted by the 
high school as a concession to the pub­ 
lic desire that the school should fur­ 
nish preparation for vocations.” 
By 15*15 we were spending more for 
tfie commercial course than for any 
other in oui city high schools, and at 
least one-third of ail pupils In the 
high schools of large cities were en 
rolling in commercial courses, while 
business training for adults was being 
offered In evening and continuation 
classes. 


Early Gatherings of 
Baptists in Alabama 


Lorenzo Dow, who Is said to have 
reached the distant frontier settle­ 
ments of Alabama along the Tombig* 
hee as earlj us 175*3, at the age of 
twenty-seven, preached as a son of 
thunder, says a staff correspondent 
of the Birmingham News. 
He was a 
Baptist. 
The first 
t r u c e which the 
writer finds of the presence of the 
Huptlsts in Alabama is around H unts­ 
ville, hut shortly after they found a 
footing In the southwestern part of 
the territory In the neighborhood of 
St. Stephens; the first capital of Ala­ 
bama. 
Uev. John Nicholson had the honor 
of organizing the first Baptist church 
in the state. 
It is said that in the 
fall of 1831 a number of families met 
and spread their tents near Elyton 
and held the first cumpmeeting ever 
held in Alabama. T here were unusual 
dem onstrations among those who be- 
cutne interested in the matter of re­ 
ligion. One who witnessed these pecu­ 
liar 
manifestations 
thus 
described 
them : "It was not unusuul to have a 
large part of the congregation pros­ 
trated upon the ground, and in some 
instances they appeared to have lost 
the use of their limbs. 
No distinct 
urticulution could be h e a rd ; screams, 
cries, groans, shosts, notes of grief 
and notes of Jov, ail heard at the 
same time, made much confusion, a 
>urt of indescribable concert.” 


Source of Quinine 
Chinchona, or cinchona, is the name 
of the South American tree, the hark 
of which produces the well-known drug 
called quinine. 
The virtues of the 
bark were discovered about 1535, and 
In 1035 a decoction made of the burk 
cured of fever the wife of the vice­ 
roy of Peru whose name was Cin­ 
chona. 
The bark was Introduced Into 
France in 1049, and Is said to have 
cured of fever the dauphin, who later 
became King Louis XIV. 
The bark 
came into general use In 1080, and Sir 
Hans Sloan introduced It into Eng* 
lund about the year 1700. 
The chin­ 
chona tree has been planted in India 
and Ceylon and thrives there. 


First Patent 
The first inventor to take advantage 
of the first national patent act, which 
congress passed In 1790. was Samuel 
Hopkins of Vermont. 
His patent was 
for an improved method of “making 
pot and pearl ashes.” 
In those days 
the potash Industry was Important. 
Potash, which was used in making 
soap 
and 
glass, 
was 
produced 
by 
leaching wood ashes and boiling down 
the lye. 
To make a ton of potash, 
which was worth about $25, the trees 
on an acre of ground had to be cut 
down and burned, the ashes leached 
and the lye evaporated in great iron 
kettles.—Youth's Companion.

The Koran or Alcoran, the sacred 
book of the Mohammedans, was w rit­ 
ten about 610 by Mahomet, who as 
serted that it had been revealed to 
him by the Angel Gabriel in 23 years.

IRST 
impressions are often the 
most lasting ones, and even though 
they may later he shown to have been 
erroneous, their effect Is hard to re­ 
move. 
The newspaper believes In “a 
good front page” and does Its best 
through this to attract and hold the 
attention. 
Good form, the arrange­ 
ment of the material of a letter upon 
the page, doe» much to get the atten­ 
tion of the reader at the outset, and 
to please him. 
Attention should be given to para­ 
graphing 
Home writers make every 
sentence into a separate paragraph, 
thus destroying all proper emphartg, 
and ethers make no paragraphs at au, 
and so jumble all their ideas Into one 
grand, unassorted mess, like a family 
of twelve crowded Into a Ford coupe. 
Paragraphs 
In 
the 
ordinary 
letter 
should, usually, not exceed more than 
one hundred to one hundred and fifty 
words. 
If you wish your letter to look well, 
you will be sure to leave an even, reg­ 
ular margin on the left side of the 
sheet, varying In width from an Inch 
to an lnt h and a quarter. 
A letter 
without a margin looks as sloppy, and 
untidy, as a man without a collar. 
A 
margin is not necessary upon the right 
side of the sheet. 
Beglnrdngs and endings are Impor­ 
tant. 
We are now much less formal 
in the use of these conventional forms 
than our forefathers were. 
The salu­ 
tation of a letter Is not to he taken 
literally; there Is fio suggestion of af­ 
fection In ‘‘I*oar Miss Switzer,” or In 
"My dear Eleanor” ; It Is simply a 
conventional form of salutation like 
"How do you do?” and Implies no state 
of mind, hut Is simply .a method of 
getting started with the letter. 
The business letter addressed to a 
firm should begin “My dear Sirs,'* 
“Gentlemen," or “Dear Sirs.” 
If to an 
individual, one may say "Dear Sir,” 
“My 
dear 
Sir,” 
or 
“My 
dear 
Mr. 
Johns.” 
The last of these forms In 
each case Is the least formal, and the 
most friendly. The more formal forms 
are used when there Is no personal ac­ 
quaintance between the persona con­ 
ducting the correspondence. 
If the 
persons concerned are close friends. 
It Is permissible to say, “My dear 
George.” 
These complimentary beginnings, ex­ 
cepting 
when 
they 
Include 
proper 
names, should In most cases have the 
first and last words only capitalized. 
8uch 
complimentary 
begtnnlng 
Is 
usually preceded by the nam e and ad­ 
dress of the one to whom the letter I• 
written, as follows: 
Mr. George Johns, 
Yorkvllle, 
Illinois. 
No one now who pays any attention 
to recognized conventional form, ever 
begins a letter “Sir,” or "Mr. Johns,” 
or 
“Friend 
Ford,” 
or 
even 
"Dear 
Friend.” 
There is no reason tor this, 
excepting that It marks one as “green” 
or Inexperienced. 
It Is like an adult 
speaking of his father as “papa” or 
“pa.” 
The complimentary close of a busi­ 
ness letter should he “Truly yours,” 
“Very truly yours,” "Yours truly,” or 
“Yours very truly.” 
Only the first 
word In any of these Is capitalized, 
and one form Is as good as another. It 
Is good form, when addressing a su­ 
perior officer to end the letter, "Very 
respectfully yours,” or “Respectfully 
yours,” hut in these days when one 
man thinks he Is as good or hetter 
than another, it Is seldom done. 
Ab­ 
breviations may he used In a business 
letter, but It Is hetter not to do so. 
The friendly or social letter should 
not begin with the address of the per­ 
son written to, but with the salutation 
as, “D ear Miss Warner,” “D ear (or My 
dear) Roger.” 
There is little or no 
difference between "Dear Roger,” and 
“My dear Roger.” The address of the 
one to whom the social letter Is writ­ 
ten may be placed at the close of the 
letter In the lower left hand corner, 
no abbreviations being used. 
It Is better to sign at least one, full 
given name, since there are so many 
men with the same Initials, and this a 
woman should always do, In order that 
her sex should be Indicated. 
A married woman In signing her 
name to a letter should use her own 
name, as “Elizabeth B. Johnson," and 
In writing to anyone, excepting to her 
Intimate friends, she should indicate 
the fact that she is married, by writ­ 
ing her own name followed by her 
husband’s name (Mrs. O. C. Johnson) 
In parentheses. 
One’s signature should be plainly 
written so that there will be no con­ 
fusion In the mind of anyone who 
tries to make it out. 
In a typewritten 
letter, It Is a good plan for business 
men to employ the military method of 
signing the letter over the typewrit­ 
ten signature. 
In social letters, one 
cannot do this, and so should he care­ 
ful to write plainly 
Some men, bankers often, take pride 
In signing their names so that the sig­ 
nature cun neither be forged nor de­ 
ciphered. 
This practice may be a pro­ 
tection, but It causes those to whom 
they may write, considerable annoy­ 
ance. 
Such men ought always to have 
their names printed or engraved at 
the top of the sheet on which they are 
; writing.

d:u was passed by the House, 103 to 
10. 
Sponsors of the m easure say 
a 
similar law enacted in Ohio nets $1,- 
000,000 a year to th a t State, w here 
less cigarettes are sold and the tax 
rate is slightly lower. 
The tax would be two mills 
per 
cigarette, on cigarettes weighing not 
more than three pounds per 1000, and 
four 
mills 
on 
cig arettes weighing 
more than that. 
A package of

i 
arettes, for exam ple now retailing 
at 12 cents would cost the consum er 
11 cents; a package of 20 cigarettes 
retailing at 15c would be increased 
t<> l ‘J cents, and a package of 20, re­ 
tailing a t 20 cents, would be boosted

or 28 cents, depending on the 
weight. 
A sm oker daily using 
a package 
taxed 4 cents, would pay an a g g re ­ 
gate tax of $14.00 annually.

OF BISON AND CATTLE 


To the practical student of stock 
breeding, 
as well 
as the geneticist, 
the work in cross-breeding and hy­ 
bridizing now unde rway at the Buf­ 
falo Park, Wainwright, A lberta, Can­ 
ada, may prove of interest. Further 
interest in the site chosen for 
this 
Work center* in the fact that ranging 
over this great park will be found the 
greatest herd of bison in the world 
today, numbering som e .‘1000 head. 
In the last 
century 
considerable 
work by several American investiga­ 
tors has b<en done on the cross be- 
twen buffalo and dom estic cattle, but 
in the main with only indifferent suc- 
c*e s. 
One of the leading experim ent­ 
ers in this work on the continent was 
the last Mossom Boyd of Bobcaygeon, 
Ontario, who probably made 
greater 
progress than any other investigator 
during his time.

In making the 
initial cross between the bison and 
dom estic cattle a high percentage of 
calves is born dead.

birth is often the cause of the loss of 
the dom estic cows, as well as the cal­ 
ves. 
It is true that this difficulty is

cross and is not met in later crosses. 
The lack of fertility of these 
hy-

To the* practical ntudent of stock 
breeding 
as well 
as the geneticist, 
the work in cross-breeding and hy­ 
bridizing now unde rway at the B uf­ 
falo Park, Wainwright, Alberta, Can­ 
ada, may prove of interest. Further 
Interest In the site chosen for 
this 
Work centers in the fact that r a n g in g 
over this great park will be found the 
greatest herd of bison in the world 
today, numbering some 3000 head. 
In the Inst 
century 
considerable 
work by several American investiga­ 
tors ban b« en done on the cross be- 
twon buffalo and domestic cattle, but 
in the main with only indifferent suc- 
cc s. 
One of the leading experiment­ 
er 
in this work on the continent wus 
the last Mor.som Boyd of Bobcaygeon, 
Ontario, who probably made 
greater 
progress than any other investigator 
during his time. 
It was his herd of hybrids and their 
progeny which was purchased in 1915 
by the experimental farm s branch of 
the dominion department of agricul­ 
ture as a foundation for the further 
stiaiy of this type of animal.

lo. 
For instance: 
The hide, which is very sim ilar to

autumn the coats of the cattalo and 
hybrid bison are in excellent condi­ 
tion for winter, 
and show not only

Like the bison, hey are able to forage 
and thrive on comparatively poor pas­ 
tures. 
1 he most superficial observer 
of 
nautre's workings is struck with the 
alm ost impregnable protection which 
is afforded the species. In making the 
initial cross between the bison and 
domestic cattle a high percentage of 
calves is born dead. 
This trouble at 
birth is often the cause of the loss of 
the domestic cows, as well as the cal­ 
ves. 
It is true that this difficulty is 
confined largely to the violent 
first 
cross and is not met in later crosses. 
The lack of fertility of these
